The Queen all this while lay abed, 
and, finding it ſomething cold, ſhe de- 
fired, that one Side of the Bed might 
be warmed, whilſt ſhe laid on the other. 


Upon this a Varming-pan was brought 


into the Room ; but it was not open, as 
certainly it ought to have been, that eve- 
ry body might be ſatisfied there was no- 
thing in it beſides Fire. As ſoon as the 
Warming-pon was brought into the * 
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the Queen cried out, as a Perſon that 
was under a very ſtrong Pain, and im- 
mediately after that Mrs. Labady, the 


Midwife, declared, that the Queen was 
delivered ; and made a Sign to the King, 


which, he ſaid, he had ordered her to 


make, if it was a Boy. The Child was 


not heard to cry out, as young Children 


when they are alive uſed to do; nor was 
he ſhewn to any in the Room, but was 


immediately carried out by Mrs. To. 


raine, the Under-dreſſer, who ſaid, that 
he was almoſt ſtifled for want of Air. 
The King's Behaviour upon this Occaſion 


was very extraordinary; for he ſtood all 


the while in a very cool unconcerned 
Manner, and did not go ſo much as out 
to ſee whether the Child was alive or 
dead, though the latter of theſe was the 
moſt probable. But, inſtead of that, 
he went with the Lords into the Queen's 
Dreſſing- room; and, after they had 
ſtaid a ſhort Time there, it was publiſh- 
ed, that the Queen was very happily de-

In this clandeftine Manner was the 
Delivery of the Queen managed, that not 
one of thoſe, whole Intereſt it was not to

not then intended. Nay, the Princeſs 
Anne, when ſhe came to Town, had as 
little Satisfaction given her as any body.

to-bed. 

This was the t Janes that they 
endeavoured to impoſe upon this Na- 
tion as the Legal Heir of the Crown ; 


but, as it pleaſed a kind Providence, he

Lloyd, then Biſhop of Worceſter. . 

The Truth of this was not a little 
confirmed, - by an Accident that hap- 
pened that very Morning to the Coun- 
teſs of Clarendon, for ſhe, coming to 
Dr. Lloyd, faid, that ſhe was well per- 
fuaded, that ſomething very extraordina- 
ry had been tranſacted at the Court, 
for that ſhe had been at the Youngs 
Prince's Apartment, to ſee how he did, 
and was denied Entrance, Upon which 
the aſked them, If they knew who it 
was that they uſed in ſuch a Manner? 
They told her, that they did, and 
would have never dared to deny her 
Admittance, unleſs they had received 
poſitive Orders from the Queen herſelf, 
to let no-body ſee the Young Prince that 
Morning. This was Wedneſday the thir- 
teenth of June, and it is plain, that the 
Child was exchanged for another ; for 
all, who ſaw him afterwards on the four- 
teenth, declared, that he looked like a 
Child of three or four Weeks old, ans

cines, which they thought might con- 
tribute to the making him die eaſy. Af- 
ter that they left the Room, and went 
to Dinner, deſiring to be ſent for, if any 

, 3 extraor- 
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extraordinar wy Alteration ſhould happen. 
They fate ſome time after Dinner, ex- 
Peeling the News of the Child's Death; 
when at laſt, being tired with waiting ſo 
long, and wanting to return to London, 
they went into the Prince's Apartment 
to ſee him; but, when they came in, 
inſtead of a weak, ſickly Child, that 
ſeemed every Moment upon the very 
Point of Death, they found a ſtout, 
healthy Child, that did not appear to 
have been affected with any the leaſt Ail- 
ment. 

Dr. Lower was ſo very much ſurpri- 
ſed, that he could not help ſaying, that 
the Child was very. much altered from 
what they had ſeen him before, and that 
his ſudden Recovery was very unaccount- 


able. Upon which my Lady Pois an- 


ſwered him, That it was one of the 


wonderful Works of God. 


There was a Phyfician in London, that 
chaneed to talk once a little too freely of 
this Matter, and declared openly, that 
he believed there was an Impoſture in 
the Caſe, and made many ſuch home 
Reflections upon the Management of the 
whole Birth, as diſpleaſed ſome ne ifts 
then preſent. | 

The 
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The next Day he went to viſit a Pe- 

piſh Lady that was his Patient, and 
there he was very much intreated to 
taſte of a very fine cool Liquor, which 
they told him they had in the Houle ; 
he, being a little hot, very readily com- 
plied with their Deſires, and, ſuſpect- 
ing nothing, took a very large Draught 


of it. From thence he went and made 


ſome other Viſits, but neither eat nor 
drank any where afterwards. When he 
came home he found himſelf very ill on 
a ſudden, and perceived, that he was 
poiſoned; upon which he ſent for ſeveral 
of his Friends, and told them the whole 
Story; intreating them not to talk ſo 
freely of the new Prince as he had done, 
for that it had procured him a Doſe 
that would ſpoil his telling Tales.

And now I cannot forbear this Obſer- 
vation on the Depoſitions, which is, 


that every one of them, except Mrs. 


Pearſe's, and Mrs. Labady's, may be 
true, and yet the Chevalier St. George 
may be a ſpurious Iſſue. One Thing, 
which looks very ſuſpicious, is, that not 
one of thoſe: who were concerned in 
this Affair could ever be found out, 
though great Search was made for them, 
even in France.
